From the Capital 


In a letter from Washington 

was this paragraph: 

“ht was a relief to have the 
Legion conclave 
over ... those 
who most ap 
pear in pub- 
lic seem to get 
zanier each 
year. And a 
funny thing is, 
too, that it’s 
your old com- 
rades from Act 
I, Scene I, of 
the World Wars 
drama _ who 

drop the rubber lizards down the 
ladies’ backs, goose them with 
electric sticks, tie up traffic and 
get falling down drunk. The W W- 
II types were more sober and 
the Korean veterans seemed dead 
serious, Now, just what kind of 
a war did you .boys have back 
in 1917-18?” 

How right, or justified, this 
conclusion is, I couldn’t say. We 
were an immature generation. 
Having actually done what we 
set out to do—make the world 
safe for demo¢racy—we proceed- 
ed to throw it away and traipse 
after two gilded sirens called 
normalcy and isolation. 


Bled 


The weakness of France, of 
Britain, of Italy—of all Europe— 
dates back to those stuttering, 
staccato, machine gun bursts 
which caught them as they 
climbed out of the trenches and 
advanced against another trench. 
An entire generation of British 
and European men died on those 
dismal acres of torn and wire- 
guarded soil we learned to call 
“No Man's Land.” 

All the nations which fought 
were, in a very real sense, “‘bled 
white.” 

Germany was one of those. ... 

And now we look at Germany 
and there she is—the strongest 
power .in Europe. Her cities and 
much of her industry were de- 
stroyed, Yet she has made an 
industrial recovery far in advance 
of France and Italy, both of which 
were relatively untouched by war. 
Neither had damage comparable 
with Germany’s. Nor did either 
lose as Many men. 

No nation in Europe today has 
the physical or mental vitality 
found in Germany. ' 

Destiny, or perhaps it is not 
destiny at all but the ineptness 
‘of the western allies, has played 
irto her hands. 

It is an old story. It happened 
after the first great war. Ger- 
many, broken, torn by revolution, 
her timid republic sabotaged by 
her Prussian militarists, became 
strong enough almost to conquer 
the world. Her technology and 
her production were tremendous 
and advanced in design and 
method. 

Then, too, the allies could not 
agree, England and France dif- 
fered. Mussolini was ambitious. 
Hitler moved from triumph to 
triumph. 

Now one can almost hear his- 
tory saying, with mocking laugh- 
ter, ‘Here we go again.”’ 

Germany, which in 1945 was 
never to be permitted to rearm, 
finds her conquerers falling over 
themselves in their hurry to 
make her a military power. 


Slaughter 


They are not fools. They are 
amused. It is one of those para- 
doxes that the loser, the shattered 
and defeated, can once again 
make demands and prepare again 
to become a great military power. 
They join the mocking laughter 
of the ancient Teutonic gods. 

There are many in Germany 
who do not wish to become so. 

Millions of Germans wanted 
very much to become only an 
industrial nation with a_ police 
force and a merchant marine. 
They knew what would happen to 
the German’spirit if the old mili- 
tary caste, or a new one, obtained 
power. 

So, because France has failed, 
fearing a rearmed Germany, we 
will arm the Germans. 

And if war comes, they will 
fight. The Germans are fighters. 

But our own staff knows very 
well there is no assurance on 
which side, eventually, they will 
fight. 

Nor, do we know how much 
support there would be from the 
German people. 

But over all Europe hangs 
fear of the Russian “A” and 
“HH” bombs. Persons who every 
day live with old wounds, of yet 
shattered buildings and families, 
might not support any army.

The Etowah, dammed up in 1949 
to make the 1-0,550-acre Lake Alla- 
toona, saw the Cherokee Indian in 
his heyday and Gen. Sherman on 
his march to Atlanta, but Monday 
it will see 20 famous north Georgia’ 
beauties compete for the title of 
Miss Aquarama, a high speed pre- 
cision outboard boat show, a. water 
ski show, and- an exhibition of 
massed sailboats by the Atlanta 
Yacht Club. 

At nightfall, the two-day carni- 
val, which is expected to become 
an annual Allatoona attraction, 
will be climaxed by the ‘Fantasy 
of Lights”’ parade, a string of light- 
and flower-bedecked barges which 
will leave Bethany bridge near 
State Park Marina 30 minutes 
after darkness and move slowly to 
the Allatoona dam.

BONN, Sept. 5 «—Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer was reported

Informants said his proposal 
would be conveyed to Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill Monday 
or Tuesday.

“But don’t call the psychiatrist,” 
she smiles.

Miss Russell’s world is bounded 
by history books, reminiscences of 
pioneer settlers, faded finery from 
attic trunks, and the stage pomp 
and pageantry that brings ‘‘olden 
days’’ to life again. 

The imaginative and energetic 
woman who recently helped some 
300 north Georgians re-live the his- 
tory of Fannin County in a color- 
ful outdoor show declared here: 

‘“‘*The Fannin- Story,’ the pageant 
we staged at Blue Ridge for Fan- 
nin County’s centennial, was my 
63rd pageant. I’d rather write and 
present a pageant than do most 
anything I know!”’ 
26-YEAR CAREER 

An Augusta native who early 
found stagecraft was “in my 
blood,’”” Miss Russell staged her 
first professional pageant in 1928, 
when she presented the first of 14 
annual ‘‘Rhododendron Festivals’’ 
in Asheville, N.C. Since then the 
Atlantan has done pageants of all 
sorts “from Maryland to Okla- 
homa,’’ with her native Georgia 
supplying the setting for many 
shows. 

She is currently working on a 
pageant for Atlanta’s Trinity Meth- 
odist Church, observing its cen- 
tennial in early October. Several 
years ago she helped Central Pres- 
byterian Church here stage an 85th 
anniversary observance and also 
did a pageant for First Presby- 
terian Church’s centennial. 
Miss Russell has put on forest 
festivals in Valdosta, pine festi- 
vals in Swainsboro, college cen- 
tennials for Gordon Military Col- 
lege and Andrew College at Cuth- 
bert, a paper festival in Savan- 
nah. She directed a production in 
observance of Georgia’s bi-centen- 
nial in Macon and a skit centered 
around Atlanta’s first city council 
on the occasion of Atlanta’s 100th 
birthday anniversary.

New York Takes Step 
Toward Fluoridation 


New York City is on the way to giv- 
ing its millions of children the benefit of 
fluoridation as a tooth-decay deterrent. 

The New York City Health Depart- 
ment has strongly recommended the step 
after studying all aspects of the subject. 
Spokesman for the health department 
pointed out that virtually every major 
health agency in the nation has endorsed 
fluoridation as completely safe and ef- 
fective. 

The resolution of endorsement read: 


“The Department of Health rec- 
ommends that the fluoride content of 
the New York City water supply be 
adjusted to the optimum level to in- 
hibit the incidence of dental caries. 
Fluoridation is the most economical, 
practical and effective way to im- 
prove the dental health of the citizens 
of New York City.”

Christ to the People 


One of my favorite characters is Sherlock 
Holmes. I think I have read every one of the 
stories- about him and many I read again and ite 


again. But Conan Doyle, the creator of Holmes, got tired of him 
and wanted to write better things, so he wrote a story in which 
Holmes fell over a cliff and was killed. However, the public clam- 
ored so loudly for Holmes’ return that the author of those stories had 
to perform a miracle in another story and bring him back. 


The truth is, Doyle became 
ashamed of his detective stories. 
He came to think they were be- 
neath his literary powers, He 
wanted to write what he thought 
was better literature. It is strange 
that an author would become 
ashamed of the best thing he had 
ever done and would want to turn 
away from it. But Conan Doyle did 
just that. 


A similar case is that of Beatrice 
Potter. Maybe you do not remem- 
ber that name but, if your house 
has*been like ours, the names of 
Peter Rabbit, Mopsie, Flopsie, Cot- 
ton Tail and Mr. McGregor are 
very familiar. Beatrice Potter gave 
us those names and that wonder- 
ful story. 


Later, however, she became 
ashamed of Peter Rabbit. She felt 
that story was beneath her dignity 
and she would not allow those 
names mentioned in her presence. 
I pity her — ashamed of the best 
thing she ever did. 

Now, let me have some words 
with my fellow church members. 
What is the best thing the church 
has ever done? The winning of 
men and women to Christ. We call 
it evangelism. We read of the early 
circuit riders in the pioneer days 
of America. They had little culture 
and education, but their hearts

were filled with love for Christ and 
their fellowmen. They went out to 
preach of Him who could save, 
They preached for decisions. Peo- 
ple were converted. 

We have come a long way since 
those days. The church has fine 
buildings and pipe organs. Our 
preachers are educated, our mem- 
bers are refined and cultured. The 
church has a large membership 
and we give great sums of money 
to support our local and world- 
wide program.

He could not sleep 
as long as even one was lost. 

We church people must not be 
ashamed of evangelism.

Ike Stakes Future 
On Fall Elections 


CINCINNATI—The most significant political 
fact which emerges from the three-day meeting 


of the Republican National Committee is the ex- a 
tent to which the whole Republican congressional campaign is to be 
cast in the image of Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

One thing is clear: if there is a Republican Congress in Wash» 
ington next January, it will be an Eisenhower-elected Congress. 


On the basis of the campaign 
strategy now mapped out, on the 
basis of the kind of appeal which 
the Party will make to the coun- 
try, on the basis of the President's 
own large-scale participation, the 
Republican Congressional candi- 
dates are showing themselves re- 
sponsive to Mr. Eisenhower’s lead- 
ership to a degree which seemed 
altogether improbable nine months 
ago. 

It is to this end that the National 
Committee has fashioned a cam- 
paign strategy to attract the mil- 
lions of voters whom Gen. Eisen- 
hower attracted but which the Re- 
publican party did not attract in 
1952. 


This is the reason the Republican 
high command issued directions 
this week to its precinct leaders 
in every district to make an anal- 
ysis of the 1952 polls books to de- 
termine where these non-Republi- 
can Eisenhower voters are and 
“then to give them special atten- 
tion between now and election 
day.”’ 

The statement of issues adopted 
by the Republican National Com- 
mittee is carefully framed to make 
the maximum appeal to the Eisen- 
hower voters who did not vote for 
a Republican Congress which will 
support the President. 

Many Republican campaign 
arguments will be advanced, but 
the National Committee has asked 
all Republicans to make one is- 
sue “‘basic.’’ It was that ‘The 
Eisenhower administration must 
have a Republican Congress to 
complete the Republican pro- 
gram.”’

Many voters are, of course, 
aware that important parts of the 
President’s program, including a 
liberalizing of trade and_ tariff 
policy, were neglected by the 83rd 
Congress because of Republican 
opposition. But Mr. Eisenhower 
has concluded that the broadest 
base for his program will come 
from increasing the number of Re- 
publicans in Congress, not from 
increasing the number of Demo- 
crats. This is why he has recently 
changed his own attitude and is 
supporting the election of all Re- 
publican candidates and is plan- 
ning to campaign more actively in 
the mid-term elections than Presi- 
dents usually do. 


Mr. Eisenhower is taking a con- 
siderable risk. The President is 
staking the future of his adminis- 
tration as few Presidents have 
staked it at mid-term because if 
the Republicans lose it will be the 
President who has lost too. The 
objective is a Republican Congress 
and a Republican party increasing- 
ly responsive to his leadership be- 
cause his leadership will have 
proved to be the road to victory.

RABUN GAP, Sept. 5—A 


family plan is paying big 


dividends here in the Blue Ridge mountains of Georgia. 
And the beneficiaries are all on a community life level. 


The Rabun Gap-Nacoochee 
School here has a_ 1,800-acre 
campus. From boundary to 


boundary it offers mountain folk 
an opportunity for _ practical 
training in farming, gardening, 
dairying, beef cattle, poultry 
and hog raising, home econom- 
ics, canning and weaving. 

For students there are courses 
effered in pre-college, vocation- 
al, basic office, agricultural and 
home economics. On both lev- 
els there is a special emphasis 
on Christian principles. 

The Rabun Gap - Nachoochee 
School represents a merger of 
two neighboring mountain 
schools—Rabun Gap Industrial 
School and the Nachoochee In- 
stitute. That was in 1927. 


“We have 17 farm families 
now living on the school farms,”’ 
says Karl Anderson, assistant 
resident and business manager. 
“The farms on this school land 
boasts 82 children. Over the 
years we have had more than 
100 families ‘graduate.’ 

“The families may remain on 
the land for ten years,’ Ander- 
son says. ‘“‘We have set up a 
basis for choosing the families. 
They must he those who are 
seeking better opportunities. And

those who can benefit from the 
many opportunities we can of- 
fer them. 

“Families who have children 
in school and those who have 
children of such age that they 
are likely to remain in school 
during the 10-year period are 
good selections. Many families 
are interested in livestock en- 
terprises and also some who 
wish to become land owners. 
They are screened as are those 


who have a creditable reputa- 
tion in the community.” 

What are these classes and 
buildings?

Your Child 
May Hide 


) His Genius

You always thought YOUR 
child would be smart in school, 
as well he may. But don’t get 
excited if his first grade record 
shows differently. He may be 
hiding his genius rather ingen- 
yously. 

That's the word from Mrs. 
Lawson Calhoun, who'll enter 
her daughter Eleanor in the sec- 
ond grade at Spring Street Tues- 
day. Mrs. Calhoun, also the 
mother of Lawson Jr., a fifth 
grader, and Clay, a kindergar- 
tener, says the first grade is no 
absolute proof of what marks a 
child is going to make during his 
education. ‘“‘They vary in pro- 
gress but don’t get too upset if 
they don't do too well at first.’ 


And above all, don’t get ex- 
cited, Mrs. Calhoun says. ‘I was 
anxious for Lawson to do well 
when he was in the first grade, 
that I was tense about it. I think 
my concern made him a little 
tense, too. The teachers say to 
leave them alone, and I've 
learned from experience that’s 
the best method.’’ 


Of course that doesn’t mean 
you should ignore your child's 
school progress. A moderate 
amount of help is a good thing. 
Mrs. Calhoun did it in the 
‘“‘game’”’ form, reading alternate 
pages with Eleanor when she 
was a first grader. (‘“The main 
thing is to try to make it fun.’’) 
They also went to the library 
together to get books that in- 
terested Eleanor strictly from 
the entertainment point. 


Mrs. Calhoun took Eleanor to 
the school several days before 
time so she could get a look at 
her surroundings when not s0 
many people were around. This 
helps to erase feelings of confu- 
sion a child may have at first, 
Mrs. Calhoun thinks. Going then, 
Eleanor and her mother were 
able to have leisurely visits with 
the principal and some of the 
teachers. 

Visiting teachers is one thing 
Mrs. Calhoun is all for. ‘But 
I’ve found it’s best to send a 
note ahead of time, asking for an 
appointment. Visits can be a 
nuisance. After all, the teacher's 
time is priceless.’’ Teachers like 
to meet the parents of their 
charges, but not to be hounded 
by them.

The great hope for any realistic 
solution to the widespread prob- 
lem of dental disease, experts 
agree, is starting preventive den- 
tistry in the very young. 

If a child’s teeth are properly 
cared for up to age 15, a strong 
foundation has been laid for 
minimizing dental troubles in 
later years. 


No dental care is needed, of 
course, until the child's first 
teeth begin to erupt, somewhere 
around the age of 6 months. 

At this time, the four central 
incisors—two upper and: two 
lower—begin to peek out. By age 
7 to 11 months, four more teeth, 
upper and lower, start to come 
in 


These are the lateral incisors 
at either side of the central teeth. 
skips a few spaces in order pro- 
perly to shape the jaw. In 12 to 
16 months, the back teeth or 
molars, come in. Then the cus- 
pids show to fill in the space 
between. At about age 24 months, 
the second molars come in. 


While all this has been going 


on, the permanent teeth are 
slowly developing in the jaw bone 
so they can come forth at the 
proper time. 

The first of the permanent 
teeth are sometimes called the 
*‘six-year molars’’ because they 
merge at about age 6. 


Because they do not replace 
the first teeth but rather come 
in just behind them, these molars 
tend to confuse parents who 
think they are also firgt teeth.

Georgia Doctor Saw Fear Grip China 7 sich wd gh. OIG ee. aes Ant

| “Jt’s all very well for you young) 
n who are entering the nurs- 
profession to have ideals. "But 
if your political enemy comes into 
hospital, it is your political 
@uty to let him die.” 

The man who spoke those words 
to graduates of the nurses training 
school of the Soochow Hospital in 
China was a Communist official. 
He was at the ceremonies be- 
cause the hospital authorities were 
forced to have him there. 

Among those present when he 
made the remark was Dr. James 
C. Thoroughman, chief of the sur- 
gical department of the Atlanta 
Veterans Hospital and an Emory 
University graduate who worked 
as a medical missinoary in China 
from 1929 until 1950. 

Dr. Thoroughman, a Missouri 
native who moved to Newnan at 
the age of six, saw first-hand the 
frightening change in China and 
the shrewd methods of propagan- 
da and control used by the Red 
regime. 

GRIP OF REDS 

“Tt was a change that In less 
than a year transformed Soochow 
from a city of freedom to a city 
of fear,” he said. ‘The grip of 
the Reds on education, medicine, 
the press, radio, and every other 
aspect of life in China cannot be 
realized by most Americans, 

“But I was there, and saw &. 
Want to take a trip under the Reds 
from Soochow to Shanghai, a dis- 
tance of only 53 miles? All right. 
Let's start off. 

“First, you must go to the po 
lice official concerned with foreign 
affairs. You must carry two pic- 
tures of passport size, even though 
half a dozen of the same pictures 
are on file. 

“Then you must fill out a long 
application form, even though this 
information is also on file. You 
must state in details your reasons 
for wanting to go to Sanghai. If 
it is to attend a meeting, you must 
have documentary evidence this 
meeting has actually been called. 
RED TAPE 

“Your request then ‘will be giv- 
en consideration.’ You return in 
two days to the police station, and 
find the man you talked to is not 
there. Another trip is necessary, 
and you are then told permission
